UNOPPOSED MOTION TO CONTINUE TRIAL

Undersigned counsel will be out of the country on annual leave from September 
9 through September 18, 2022 and therefore requests additional time to meet with 
Mr. Moss and resolve the case. 

Therefore, the defense is requesting a continuance of 30 days of the trial period 
and a concomitant continuance of the pre-trial motions deadlines. 

Assistant United States Attorney Yara Dodin does not object to the requested 
continuance. 

WHEREFORE, the defendant respectfully requests this Court continue the 
trial of this case for at least thirty days.
